Visits Lake Success 


You

Headquarters of the United Na­ 
tions at Lake Success. 
Upon arriving at Headquart­ 
ers, the visitor finds himself in 
a converted plant, for the tem­ 
porary home of the United Na­ 
tions 
is in a portion of the 
Sperry-Gyroscope 
plant. 
Parti­ 
tions set up in the old assembly 
line area ^have provided office 
space for the international Sec­ 
retariat, numbering some 3,000. 
There are two large Council 
Chambers, each with a public 
seating capacity of 500. 
In one 
Chamber, the 11-member Secur­ 
ity Council 
meets.and. 
in 
the 
other, the 18-member Economic 
and Social Council and the 12- 
member 
Trusteeship 
Council. 
There are four large conference 
rooms each with an elliptical 
table, around which sit the rep­ 
resentatives of the 59 Member 
Nations. 
These rooms are used 
largely for the meetings Of the 
six Main Committies of the Gen­ 
eral 
Assembly. 
In 
addition, 
there are several smaller confer­ 
ence rooms. 
Because there is no room at 
Lake Success large enough to 


accommodate all the delegates 
and the alternate delegates of 
the 59 Member Nations during 
plenary meetings of the General 
Assembly, 
these 
meetings 
are 
beld in the City of New' York 
Building 
at Flushing 
Meadow, 
about eleven miles from Lake 
Success. 
This building has been loaned 
the United Nations by New 
York City, and may be remem­ 
bered by many who attended the 
World’s 
Fair 
of 
1939-40. 
for 
which it was constructed. There 
are 866 seats for visitors at the 
Hushing 
Building, 
and 
these, 
like those at Lake Success, are 
booked bv applying to the Ad­ 
missions Office. 
The problem of languages in 
the meeting is solved by using 
simultaneous interpretation. This

Farmer creameries were part of 
rural economy seventy years ago 


The W ay-Back-W hen 
editor [ 
this w eek tried to 
go a long 
ways back to learn about the I 
a c a n n e r 
in 
which 
cream eries 
w'ere operated. 
It was rather 
difficult to find a living man to- I 
day who can 
tell about h o w ! 
butter and cheese were made 
80 to 
IOO years ago, but here 
are two versions: 
FOLLOWING the m ilking of 
the cows, the fluid was placed 
in narrow pans in 
the 
milk 
house. 
Twice a day the woman 
of the house would skim off the 
cream , placing it into a milk can, 
^ w hich in tu rn was taken to the 
cream ery, 
then 
called 
butter 
factory. 
The skim 
milk 
was 
fed by the farm er to his hogs, 
calves, etc. 
Story No. 2 seems rather hard 
to believe, but the son of an 
old tim e butter man vouches for 
its truth. The milk was taken to 
the cream ery and placed in vats 
about six feet in diam eter. 
The 
cream wras scooped off the top 
^ b y m eans of a flat wooden shov­ 
e d . 
The skim milk was made 
into cheese. 
SHORTLY BEFORE 1880 the I 
cream separator was 
invented 
and was installed in cream eries j 
which did their own separating 
of cream from the milk. 
Later, j 
individual farm ers started to use 
the separators. 
Until 20 years ago the Elgin 
Board of Trade dictated the price 
of butter. That city, then in the 
& center of the dairy country, was 
the wholesale butter m arket and 
th at product was 
sold 
there 
som ew hat in the same m anner 
th at the Chicago board of trade j 
sells grain today.; 
C arr & Wilson, who operated a 
cream ery at B artlett, introduced 
a system of paying dairym en for 
their milk w’hich attracted con­ 
siderable attention seventy years 
ago, at which tim e it was said 
^ would revolutionize 
the 
milk 
** business. 
This system was to pay the 
dairym en 
for 
each 
hundred 


Th# J. B. Weidner 
home­ 
stead on Dundee road, now 
occupied by Raymond Weid­ 
ner. is probably one of the 
few existing buildings in this 
area 
in 
which 
a 
farmers' 
creamery was operated. 
The 
last 
pound 
of 
butter 
and 
cheese made at that location 
was 36 years ago. 
The exter­ 
ior of the residence is the same 
today as when the east part of 
the brick building was used 
for creamery purposes. 
There 
is still some machinery in the 
place, but the milk receiving 
platform has been removed. 


pounds of m ilk four times the 
price of one pound of butter, the 
price of butter to be the same 
as the average price 
for 
the’ 
month on the Board of Trade in 
Elgin. The average price for the 
month was determ ined by add­ 
ing together the Monday prices 
on the Elgin board and dividing 
this sum by the 
num ber 
ol 
Mondays in the month. 
The cream ery 
man 
charged 
lour cents per pound for making 
the butter. 
UNTIL THE BABCOCK test­ 
ier was invented by a W iscon­ 
sin professor, the only way a 
cream ery could accurately 
de­ 
term ine the butter fat 
of 
a 
dairym an’s milk was to draw oiY 
a gallon and have it churned. 
Milk was cheap in those days 
and so was the price of butter, 
but the man who operated the 
cream ery paid off his dairym en 
with groceries and dry goods, in 
turn stocking his store with pro­ 
ceeds from the sale of butter. 
The dairym an took his 
milk 
every day to the cream ery, tak 
ing 
home 
needed 
supplies. 
Some tim e an entire year would 
pass before there was a settle­ 
m ent of accounts. 
Y E A R L Y 
SETTLEMENTS 
w ith the farm ers were not un- I 
usual in the village stores 20 to • 
30 years ago. 
The farm er did 
not expect to pay his bill at the ; 
store until he had sold his crop. 


If there was a crop failure the 
store keeper expected to wait 
another year for his money. 
The days of the cream ery end­ 
ed when Chicago’s dem and for 
fluid m ilk took the entire pro­ 
duct of the farms in this area, 
but for a tim e a few still pat­ 
ronized the cream eries receiving 
less for his can of milk than his 
neighbor who shipped to 
Chi­ 
cago, but he took back from the 
cream ery several cans of whey, 
(pum ped out of a cistern by a 
hand pump). 
The 
whey was 
fed to his hogs. 
Today the hogs 
get commercial feeds. 
W hen health authorities start­ 
ed the 
tuberculin 
testing 
of 
cattle tw enty and thirty years 
ago, there was almost an insur­ 
rection in some localities as the 
inspector arrived to 
test 
the 
herds. 
Sometimes 
an 
entire 
herd would be condemned, the 
farm er receiving from the state 
a standard price for cows des­ 
troyed. 
It took some time for dairy­ 
men to recognize the wisdom ol 
the tuberculin test which is not 
disputed today by anyone. 
THE OLD TIMERS today can 
rem em ber when the village milk 
man came to the door and dip­ 
ped out of his large can as much 
milk as the custom er 
desired, 
placing it in the cans that the 
householder provided. 
Pasteur­ 
ization of milk only came into 
general 
use 
when 
the 
large 
dairies installed m achinery for 
such purposes. 
The old time dairym en never 
washed off the cow’s udder be­ 
fore extracting milk and the cow 
barns were far from 
sanitary- 
Dairymen w ere supposed to only 
hip to Chicago full cans of milk. 
W atering 
milk was not 
infre­ 
quently done in order to have a 
full can. 
“Our grandparents 
were 
so 
hardy in those days," Farm Ad­ 
viser Hughes told the editor this 
week, “that bacteria had little 
affect on them. 
Today we de­ 
pend on science 
to 
keep 
us 
well.”

THE ELECTION 
Saturday of this week the vot­ 
ers of the Palatine township high 
school district will have the op­ 
portunity to vote on ^ e most 
im portant issue in the history 
of the township. 
They will vote on the propos­ 
ed $855,000 bond issue for the 
construction of an addition to 
the high school and the payment 
of some additional property al­ 
ready under, contract. 
This is the largest bond issue 
in Palatine’s 
histpry 
and 
the 
most 
im portant 
issue that this 
fast 
growing 
community 
has 
been called upon to decide. 
The faculty and the board of 
education have been at work for 
a long tim e studying the needs 
of the high school and the plan 
which 
they 
offer to the voters 
is the result of careful and pain­ 
staking study and a lot of hard 
work. 
The architect has worked with 
them long and patiently in de­ 
veloping the plan which is »>cing 
offered to the voters. 
The plan is designed to ta Re 
care of high school needs for at 
least 
ten 
years 
and probably 
longer. 
. 
In the early years it will ais * 
offer an opportunity to the hard 
pressed consolidated school dis­ 
trict to take advantage of sever­ 
al 
rooms 
in 
the new addition 
while the high school enrollm ent 
is reaching its peak. 
This will relieve the consoli­ 
dated school district of the nec^ 
essity for a few years at least 
of proposing a bond issue to the 
public for a building expansion 
to take care of their fast grow­ 
ing enrollm ents. 
The high school plans have 
been widly discussed and have 
been presented to the public in 
many ways. Now comes the vote 
on the issue. 
There should be a large turn 
out 
at 
the 
election 
although 
there probably won’t be. Public 
apathy toward elections has be­ 
come an American habit of re­ 
cent years. 
Here 
is 
an 
im portant issue 
and 
it 
should 
be decided one 
way or another by representa­ 
tive 
vote. 
There are probably 
3.500 voters in the district. For 
a popular decision on such an 
im portant problem 2,500 votes 
should be cast, but there won t 
be. 
# 
. 
Probably about 20% 
of 
the 
voters will show enough interest 
to vote. a vote of around 700, 
and half of those will have to 
be 
“dragged 
out.” brought rn 
and carried home in autos — that 


when there w asn’t even a septic 
tank in Palatine, no sewers, no 
w*tei works and no improved 
streets. Yet buildings were built, 
the town was a prosperous com ­ 
munity, tile people paid their 
taxes 
and 
the 
taxing bodies 
were solvent, something which 
they 
are 
not 
today 
and such 
things as anticipation w arrants 
and bills to be paid “when funds 
are available” were things never 
heard of. 
Taking nearly 400 lots off the 
tax lists and making them “dead 
property’’ is a serious business. 
U nder the present norm al growth 
of the community, probably 200 
homes would be built on those 
lots w ithin the next few years. 
At a nominal assessed valuation 
of 
$5,000 
per 
home 200 more 
homes would add one million 
dollars of valuation to the tax 
rolls. 
At the last tax rate this would 
mean $27,000 in tax revenue to 
the taxing bodies of the village, 
the large proportion going 
of 
course to the schools, and every­ 
one knows that the schools are 
sorely in need of every cent they 
can secure. 
The village board is faced with 
a serious problem. Many people 
have invested their life savings 
in property which the board has 
now 
placed 
behind the “iron 
curtain.” 
That action compares with the 
wholesale closing of banks years 
ago that wiped out savings of 
a life time for many people. It 
is 
particularly hard on elderly 
people 
just 
as 
were some of 
those bank closings. 
The village board has created 
this situation, it has made P al­ 
atin es ’ iron c u rta in ’ a much 
discussed subject in m any quar­ 
ters. It is up to that body to 
find means of correcting the sit­ 
uation or remove the ban unless 
they intend to deprive the local 
taxing units of sorely needed 
revenue and put an added bur­ 
den 
of 
increased taxes on al- 
leady tax burdened public. For

Chore Time Study First Step In 
Reducing Labor On Dairy Farms

Time Is one of the most Important 
factors in dairy farming. This is true, 
particularly,

Regardless of extra jobs. however, 
dairymen cannot rush their milk han­ 
dling chores. For rushing often leads 


Along with travel time, dairymen 
also should look to their equipment. 
Milking machines are standard equip­ 
ment on most electrified farms today. 
Their use reduces to a minimum the 
time and labor spent in this chore, 
since most cows can be milked bv 
machine in from three to five minutes. 
Fast milking is essential to complete 
milking because the let-down of milk 


MILKING CHORE— made 
co carelessness—and carelessness is a 
close ally of rejected milk. 
The problem then is either to work 
from dawn to dusk during busy sea­ 
sons, or to reduce time spent in per­ 
forming essential dairy operations. 
Obviously, the second objective Is the 
most desirable. But, how to go about 
It? Dairy specialists say that the first 
step is to study your work habits and 
to jot down the various chores to be 
done. Then, record the time required 
and the distance traveled in handling 
each job. 
The result may be revealing. For 
many farmers will discover they have 
been back-tracking all over the barn 
without knowing it. By going over 
travel routes and milking operations 
methodically, most will find they can 
eliminate unnecessary steps and speed 
up making handling chores while in­ 
creasing the quality of their product.

The American Press Magazine 
has completed a nationwide poll 
of editors in rural communities, 
showed the following trends in 
sentiment: 90 percent wanted re­ 
duction of Federal employment, 
62 percent wanted repeal of lux­ 
ury taxes, 85 percent 
wanted 
simplification of income taxes, 
59 percent were opposed to in­ 
creasing social security benefits, 
54 percent favored a cut in for­ 
eign aid, 64 percent favored a 
cut in farm subsidies, and 39 
percent favored a cut in income 
taxes only if the Federal budget 
can be balanced; 57 percent want 
the Taft-Hartley law to stand as 
it is, 26 percent wanted it more 
stringent and 
only 5 percent 
wanted its repeal. 
City officials in Winnetka, in 
rejecting an allotment of $316,000 
in Federal funds for a new post 
office, advised Senator Scott W. 
Lucas: “The country needs many 
things more urgently than Win­ 
netka needs a post office, among 
them a spirit 
of 
economy in 
Washington.” 
Economists for the Department 
of Agriculture recently made a 
mistake of 40 million bushels in 
estimating the potato crop, which 
recalls to mind this famous quip 
of the late Will Rogers: ‘‘If all 
the economists were laid end to 
end in a straight line, their opin­ 
ions would still point in alL di­ 
rections.” 
The U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture predicts *that within an­ 
other yt^r it will have some six 
billion' dollars worth of surplus 
products on its hands, including 
not only potatoes, but tobacco, 
cotton, wheat, linseed oil, flax­ 
seed. corn, dried eggs, butter, 
wool, dry beans, barley, dried 
milk and cheese. 
At the same time the Federal 
government is holding, as sur­ 
plus, 375 million bushels of our 
home-grown wheat. 795,000 bu­ 
shels of wheat were imported; 
288.000 bushels of corn were im­ 
ported while the government is 
holding 400 million bushels; 12 
million bushels of oats were im­ 
ported while the government is 
holding 40 million bushels; 18Me 
million bushels of barley were 
imported while holding 58 mil­ 
lion bushels; and we imported 
more than 45,000 bags of dried 
beans while holding nine million 
bags. How long can our economy 
hold 
up under 
such 
mumbo­ 
jumbo? 
The national debt on January 
I was 256 billions, the interest 
on which runs around five bil­ 
lions annually, which is more 
than the total cost of our gov­ 
ernment any one year prior to 
1933. Our public debt now is 8 Mi 
times what it was 15 years ago— 
and steadily amounting: our Fed 
eral government 
probably will 
run in the “red” another six bil- 


I lions in 1950. 
To pay off the national debt 
it is estimated it would require 
a stack of thousand dollar bills 
more than 15 miles high. 
The 
average head of the American 
family makes $3,000—th:ce one- 
thousand-dollar bills which would 
create a stack one-hundredth of 
an inch high. 
If you keep 
drawing 
more 
money out of the bank than you 
put in, eventually you ll go bank­ 
rupt. Just as that is true of any 
individual and any company, so 
will it be true of a government 
—eventually. 
Fantastic? Lenin, father of the 
Russian revolution, forecast many 
years ago that the Communists 
would force America into bank­ 
ruptcy, and then take America 
over.
